One cannot go far
enough back Into social history to re-
member when it was not the custom
for Englishwomen in all degrees of so-
ciety to serve tea in their own homes
at that hour.

The smart American women in the
east represented the first class of so-
ciety to take up this form of hospi-
tality in America, and it has taken
twenty vears for the fashion to fiit
through the continent. Even now, there
are whole sections of the country and
whole segments of society that would
look upon the service of § o'clock tea
with its muffins and jam, its sand-
wiches and small cakes, as a ridiculous
wastage of time and money, and an
aiming toward social nanners that
could not be countenanced.

In France, the 5 o'olock tea, which is
deliciously pronounced by the French
mouth, has been taken up only in the
last half dozen years, and no one in-
dulges in it but the Parisiennes who en-
deavor to he English in 2 number of
things, and the vast colony of Ameri-
cans coming and going, who meet at
the 5 o'clock hour in hotels and res-
taurants, for tea and talk.

The custom has not spread through
any other part of France or Europe, so
it remains that the tea gown is still
held, in the opinions of designers, as a
peculiarly British institution. It is
quite fitting, therefore, that London
should send over fascinating swirls of

chiffon and embroidery, charmeuse and
beadings, that are held out as a tempta-
tion to the woman who wants to look
her best in her own rooms before a
tea table.
